TO: AKT Steering Committee 


The AKT Constitution draft we submitted last month has been approved 
except for one negative vote; and I feel the question raised by that 
vote is so important that I am proposing the following changes for your 
consideration: 


(p.1.) Article IV: Officers: . 
...eand seven (not six) divisional chairpersons representing 
the major areas of theatre in the state of Kansas 


(p.4.) Bylaws: Section II: Officers: 
1. Duties 
Divisional Chairpersons, one each from Children's theatre, 
College and University theatre, Community College theatre 
(added), Community theatre, Professional theatre, Religious, 
recreation and Army theatre, and Secondary theatre.... 


Rationale for the proposed change: 

George Mastick wrote expressing the view that the Community College 
theatre was a distinct and identifiable group in Kansas and that its 
problems were sufficiently different from other college and university 
theatre personnel to justify a separate chairperson on the AKT Executive 
Committee. While it is true that ATA lumps all college and university 
theatre people together (UCTA) there is no reason why we in Kansas cannot 
recognize the special nature of Community Colleges by making a separate 
chairperson on our Executive Committee. 


T have not had the concurrence of the other members of the Constitutional 
sub-committee for this change. Since time is running short, I thought 


we could gather the general feeling in this one shot. 


Please let me know your reaction to the proposed change by returning the 
ballot enclosed.

As I indicated recently, the formation of an Assoctation of Kansas Theatres 
is progressing into the constitutional phase and we are beginning to think 
of services needed by people who do theatre work in this state--in 

whatever capacity at whetever level. As you tnow we embrace people in 
community theatres, colleges and universities, recreation, secondary schools, 
churches, private studios, children's theatres and even army bases. 

We of the Steering Committee feel that service will be the key word in 

any future success for the organization. I hope the Kansas Arts Commission 
Will become a strong ally in our common canse. 


We spent some time last Saturday discussine a possible service link between 
the universities of this atate (K.U., W.S5.1. ane K-State) and the other 
then tre workers r suad and ah out, Grr one voice has haan civen ton the 

head of smali-staff theatres for technical help, design help, directing 
and management helps and other specialized *inds of help. Presumebly 

also there are people~~particularly eemmere students in theatre--at the 
universities who have the stills, knowledge and inclination to be of help, 


and with a little financial assistance sci spend some time (perhaps 
linked to credit options) in a community ssensge ase workshops, special 
sessions, mini-courses and even directing or ag pt shows. The locgl 


community (school, recreation system, pe etc.) would be expected 
to support at least half of the expense involved, but the student (who 
would be carefully selected by the University theatre faculty) would be 
compensated some for his time. 


It seemed to everyone that this idea might be @ germinal —_ that the 

KAC would support. It would certain by ba state-wide, serving all parts 

of the constituency equally. It is also something badly nected, especially 
by community theatres and secondary school theatres where help is minimal 
cempeotaliy trained help) and the hours are long. 


I was mandated to write you about this budding plan and get your reaction; 
Do you think, if properly written up as 2a proposal, this is something en 
would support, and if so with what specifications and Limitations?

AKT CONSTITUTION 
Article I: Name 
The name of the organization shall be the Association of Kansas Theatre, on Crrpypeled 
Article II: Purposes 


The purposes of the Association of Kansas Theatre are: 


1. To promote and perpetuate the highest calibre of theatre production, 
teaching and researchyat all levels of theatre within the state of 


Kansas. Oak mhnéprmeeY 


2. To unite exlusively for literary and educational purposes within 
the meaning of Section 501 (c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 
1954, and in this connection, to promote and encourage all forms 
of theatre and dramatic endeavors in Kansas, to foster the exchange 
of information between persons and organizations engaged in theatri cal 
activity, and to do all acts necessary or convenient for carrying 
out the foregoing purposes, provided that no purpose and no activity 
shall be undertaken and performed which is not permitted by an 
organization exempt from federal income tax under Section 501 (c) (3) 
of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 or any corresponding future 
provision of the Revenue Code. 


3. To establish a Kansas membership similar in composition to and 
affiliated with the American Theatre Association to serve as the 
voice of ATA within the state. 

Article III: Membership 


1. Membership is open to any individual or group that supports the purposes 
of this organization. 


2. Categories of membership and appropriate dues structures y be established 
from time to time by the Executive Committee.

Article VIII: Amendments 
Amendments to the constitution may be proposed by any ten members of the 
Leg ¢ NancGSr 
Association or by the "Eapent ve Committee, submitted in writing to the 
ex Eive Secretary-Lreasurer for distribution to the entire membership 
at least thirty (30) days prior to the annual meeting. Approval by two- 


thirds of those members attending the annual business meeting at which the 


amendment is presented is necessary to authorize the change.

Section I: Membership

Annual, from January to December. Members who have not renewed 
by January 31 of each year will be dropped from the rolls.

b. maintain membership rolls and records, notifying members of 
need to renew membership 

c. maintain the financial records of the Association, and conduct 
all the financial transactions of the Association at the direction 
of the president 

d. furnish an annual membership and financial report to the 
Executive Committee and the membership at large 

e. record minutes of all business meetings and sessions of the Executive 
Committee 

f. notify the membership of elections, annual meetings, constitutional 
amendments pending and any other notification as directed by 
the president

a. shall succeed to the Presidency without standing election 


The Executive Secretary-treasurer shall be appointed by the 
Executive Committee for a term of two years 


a. may be reappointed (re-elected) to successive terms of office 


The Division Chairpersons shall be elected to terms of two years 

a. elected by their own divisions 

b. in a manner determined by those divisional groups, except as 
those groups are not clearly organized or of sufficient number 
to manage an election meaningfully; in which case the AKT 
Executive Committee shall determine the manner of election. 
The results of the election shall be certified to the executive 
secretary-treasurer by the incumbent divisional chairperson 


A Nominating Committee, appointed by the president, with approval of 
the Executive Committee, will present to the membership sixty days in 


advance of the appropriate annual meeting a mail ballot with a slate of 
two nominees for the office of president-elect.
